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Yobs leave trail of damage after horses are targeted 

REWARD OFFER 
ON STABLES RAID

A REWARD has been offered 
and a police appeal made 
for information after van¬ 
dals smashed their way into 
a stables in Brownhills leav¬ 
ing behind a trail of damage. 

More than 20 horses managed to 
get free with staff and volunteers 
having to round them all up, with 
many on the nearby Clayhanger es¬ 
tate. 

The group of yobs are believed to have 
smashed eight locks, chains and cut through 
fences at Stevie Ansell’s Horse Riding and 
Therapy Centre, off Pelsall Road, last Mon¬ 
day evening. 

Some foals aged just between three to 
seven weeks were allowed to run free with 
mature horses causing the risk of serious 
injury. 

While one of the oldest, 25 year-old Show- 
doo, was ridden on and whipped with a stick 
after being taken out of the paddock during 
the incident. There is a reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the conviction of anyone re¬ 
sponsible for what happened. 

Fencing 

A total of 21 horses managed to get out 
as some paddocks at the 50-acre site were 
wedged open, but were all returned to the 
stables. 

The majority ended up near the Clay- 
hanger residential estate, but did not cause 
any damage. Some ended up at the bottom 
of fields near Ryders Hayes. The stables has 
already been targeted up to four times this 
year and the last attack is expected to have 
caused up to £400 damage alone. 

Locks and fencing will need to be replaced 
and the business’ Jeep was also damaged. It 
is believed they may have tried to steal the 
on-site vehicle. Owner Stevie Ansell was 
alerted after 9pm on Monday by friends in 
Clayhanger and with the help of volunteers 
managed to get the horses back in by around 
12.30am on Tuesday. 

She condemned those responsible and 
said: “They are just low-lives. They would 
have had to know where the gates are. We 
have have reports they were actually shooing 
them. We got them all back but it could have 
caused a lot of danger. 

“They could have caused accidents on the 
road. The whole community is horrified, my 
phone has not stopped ringing” Anyone with 
information is urged to call police or Stevie 
on 07950 314091.

‘I HAVE grown up with the songs 
and now I play them to my chil¬ 
dren. His music is timeless.’ 

This fan’s words were echoed by the thou¬ 
sands of others eagerly packed into Banks’s 
Stadium for a once-in-a-lifetime performance 
by Sir Elton John, writes Katy-Rose Meaney. 

“He is a legend,” continues the excited 
Emma Fox, 31, from Aldridge. “I am hon¬ 
oured to see him perform. It is my first time 
and to see him sing in my home town is the 
icing on the cake. The show was incredible 
and the atmosphere was fantastic.” 

Emma was one of the 14,000 fans who 
watched the legend perform in Walsall - a 
location hand-picked by Sir Elton himself. 

True to his rock and roll roots, the Rocket 
Man singer arrived on Saturday by helicop¬ 
ter. But that was where the A-list behaviour 
stopped, as there was no dramatic start to 
the show and he didn’t keep his fans waiting. 

The musician simply walked on stage, 
waved politely to the adoring audience 
in front of him and sat down at his black 
Yamaha piano in a dazzling, sequin-covered 
suit, featuring the initials ‘EJ’ on the back.. 

Lyrics 

Thousands of fans of all ages flocked to the 
football ground when gates opened at 5pm, 
ready to see an icon at work. The threaten¬ 
ing wet weather did nothing to dampen their 
spirits as people - many dressed in wacky 
glasses, brightly-coloured suits and even 
Union Flag jackets - chanted the lyrics to 
Sir Elton’s best-known songs as they flooded 
through the gates. 

It was a show for all generations for the 
Coates family from Pelsall. Mother Lisa said: 
“I’ve been a fan for around 30 years and my 
son James became a fan when he started 
playing the keyboard when he was seven. I’ve 
always wanted to see him live and here is just 
perfect. ”To kick-start the night, support act 
Bright Light Bright Light entertained the 
crowd ahead of the arrival of the main man. 

Once on stage, Sir Elton let his legendary 
status do most of the talking, although he did 
thank the audience and the football club. 

He opened his set with Funeral for a 
Friend/Love Lies Bleeding before perform¬ 
ing a selection of songs from the Goodbye 
Yellow Brick Road album, which recently 
celebrated its 40th anniversary. Fans stood 


and absorbed his performances, not taking their 
eyes off his fingers dancing across the piano as 
they bashed out each classic on the stage. He went 
on to perform Candle in the Wind - the first song 
to have the entire crowd singing along, word for 
word. 

Sir Elton talked to the crowd throughout the 
gig, thanking them for their years of support. 

He said it was ‘wonderful to be here’, adding: 
“Thank you, thank you, thank you. For your 
loyalty, your spirit and generosity through good 
times and bad,” he said. The former Watford 
chairman is believed to have chosen the venue 
because he had fond memories of the football club. 


“You have been an amazing audience Walsall. 
God bless the football club,” he said, 

“Thank you Walsall Football Club for making 
me so welcome. I hope you have a fabulous sea¬ 
son.” 

At the end of the two-and-a-half-hour gig, the 
68-year-old simply bowed to the audience and left 
the stage with no more drama than when he en¬ 
tered. He came back on stage to sign autographs 
with lucky fans in the front row before ending 
the night with an encore of just one more song, 
Crocodile Rock. For many supporters it was the 
experience of a lifetime, but for those who missed 
out, could it be too late to see Elton perform? 


The Tiny Dancer star star hinted that he ‘could 
not go on forever’ and wanted to see his children 
grow up. 

He also told the crowd that it had been an ‘in¬ 
credible journey’ and he takes each of them with 
him when he leaves the stage, with them a part of 
the adrenalin that stays with him. 

After the lights went out, the crowds bounced 
out the stadium, again chanting lyrics and chat¬ 
ting excitedly about what they had witnessed with 
fans saying it was ‘the best show they had ever 
seen’. 

If there’s one thing this Walsall gig proved, it is 
that’s Sir Elton is most definitely still standing.

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Security is 
stepped up 
after raids 
on garages 

THIEVES raided two bus garages in 
Wolverhampton and Walsall where 
it is believed around £200 to £300 in 
cash was taken. 

Security has now been stepped 
up at National Express bus garages 
across the West Midlands. 

In the Wolverhampton raid, police 
were called just after 1.30am on Fri¬ 
day to the garage on Park Lane. 

Detective Darren Jones, from Wol¬ 
verhampton Police said: “Four men 
had already fled the scene by the 
time officers arrived just two minutes 
after the 999 call was received. A fifth 
threw empty cash boxes stolen in the 
raid at an officer chasing him down 
Park Lane towards Hallam Crescent. 
The man then jumped in a car used in 
the crime which made-off towards the 
city centre. 

Confirm 

“Witnesses have been spoken with 
and CCTV is currently being re¬ 
viewed. Forensic investigators have 
visited the site in a search for clues.” 

The full Walsall details have not yet 
been revealed by police but National 
Express spokesman Jack Kelly said: 
“We can confirm there were two inci¬ 
dences, one at out Walsall and one at 
our Wolverhampton garages late last 
week. The police have visited the sites 
and have launched full investigations 
into the matter. We have increased 
our security on site at all of our loca¬ 
tions.” 

Payout over 
illegal ciggies 

POLICE seized 10,000 smuggled cig¬ 
arettes from the home of a self-em¬ 
ployed Walsall labourer. 

Nathan Wigley was ordered to pay 
a total of £2,626 by the town’s magis¬ 
trates when he admitted an offence of 
the fraudulent evasion of excise duty. 

The case related to the discovery of 
10,000 non-UK duty paid cigarettes 
seized from his home, in Dartmouth 
Avenue, Coalpool, by officers as part 
of an HM Revenue and Customs in¬ 
vestigation. Wigley, 31, was arrested 
and charged with the offence as a re¬ 
sult of the seizure. 

The value of the tobacco was £2,376 
and Wigley was ordered to pay a com¬ 
pensation order to the court for the 
full amount of duty evaded, which will 
then be paid back to HMRC. 

He was also fined £165 and ordered 
to pay £85 costs when he appeared be¬ 
fore magistrates. 

Church to face 
part-demolition 

A TWO-STOREY presbytery at a Wal¬ 
sall church will be demolished after 
expansion plans were given the nod. 
Extra meeting rooms and office space 
is earmarked for St Anne’s Roman 
Catholic Church in Streetly. 


Elderly patient's family gets invite 


WALSALL Manor Hospital chiefs have invited 
the family of a pensioner who died three weeks after 
a car crash, to talk with them over any concerns 
they have over her treatment. 

Harpal Cheema was left with fractures to the 
chest bone and ribs after the car she was in hit a 
brick wall in Caldmore Road in Caldmore. 

Despite being taken to the Manor following the 
accident on March 9, the 85-year-old was not kept 
in. 

Some days later, after suffering pain at home Mrs 
Cheema was readmitted on March 26, but died on 
April 7, three weeks after the car accident. 

At an inquest which was held earlier this month, 
a coroner concluded that her death was accidental. 


However, Mr Amir Khan, medical director at Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We would like to 
offer our sincere condolences to Harpal’s family. 

“We would also like to offer Harpal’s family the 
opportunity to meet with us at the trust to raise 
any concerns they may have about the care Harpal 
received.” 

Fracture 

At the inquest, which took place at Smethwick 
Council House, A&E doctor Satwant Ah said that 
Mrs Cheema, of Barrow Close, Walsall Wood, ar¬ 
rived at the unit by ambulance and on a spinal 
board and complained of neck and back pain, but 
not the chest. An X-ray showed she had a wrist frac¬ 


ture, and Dr Ah told the inquest: “I asked her if she 
had pain in her chest which she denied.” 

He told the hearing that he was unaware that she 
had problems with her joints but would have car¬ 
ried out further checks had he been aware of these 
issues. 

Mrs Cheema’s son Navjot, of Charlemont Road, 
Walsall, told the hearing that in the days after the 
incident she complained of feeling pain and her con¬ 
dition deteriorated. 

Pathologist Dr Ye Lin Hock gave the cause of 
death as severe bronchopneumonia, sternum and 
rib fractures with abscesses and blunt chest trauma. 

Black Country assistant coroner Mr Angus Smil- 
lie returned a conclusion of accidental death. 


100 jobs on offer at 
firm's flagship office 


MORE than 100 jobs will be created 
in Walsall after a Midlands-based 
firm opened a flagship office in the 
town centre. 

Amber Windows, which manufactures 
windows, doors and conservatories, has 
started trading from a new base in Lower 
Hall Lane after opening there yesterday. 

The firm has already launched a recruitment 
drive. 

Bosses at the company, which employs more 
than 300 people across its sites in areas such as 
Birmingham, Coventry and Northampton, say 
the expansion with its 10th branch will provide 
a much-needed job boost in the community and 
help slash unemployment levels. 

Dozens of roles in areas such as marketing 
and sales have already been snapped up. 

The firm, which was set up more than 23 
years ago and has its headquarters in Roman 
Way, Coleshill, boasts a turnover of between 
£22 million and £24m a year. 

Company spokesman Kultarn Pattar said: 
“We want to give back to the community. We 
want to open in this area because there’s a high 
level of unemployment. 

Develop 

“We will train everyone from scratch and 
they don’t even need experience, not even a 
GCSE. This is going to be our flagship branch. 

“In this branch alone we will be recruiting in 
excess of 100 people but we want to open more 
stores and more branches. 

“There will be marketing, sales, call centre 
roles and more. We have already started re¬ 
cruiting and have taken on about 30 people at 
the moment. We want to give people the chance 
to develop a career. It is a big jobs boost for the 
community.” 

The firm has opened its new branch in a 
three-storey office block, which will have its 
reception on the ground floor, marketing staff 
based on the first floor and sales staff on the 
top floor. 

Mr Pattar added: “The company is doing 
£500,000 of business every six days. We are 
pushing forward. This will be our 10th branch.” 

It is the latest company to bring scores of 
jobs to the area. Wiggle recently launched a re¬ 
cruitment drive to fill more than 100 jobs at its 
new distribution centre in Bilston. 

The UK’s biggest online cycle retailer needed 
to fill 140 warehouse roles at its 320,000 sq ft 
Citadel base. 


Anger as branches left on common

CAMPAIGNERS who lost their 
battle to stop hundreds of trees 
being chopped down on Brown- 
hills Common are now calling for 
a faster clean-up of the site. 

Around 650 conifer trees were 
felled from the common after 
nearby residents failed to stop the 
work. It was carried out after the 
Government’s environmental ad¬ 
viser Natural England said tree 
management work was necessary. 

Following the work, officers 
from Walsall Council said the 
fallen branches which have been 
left lying on the ground would be 


cleared up. But Barry Poxon, of 
the Friends of Brownhills Com¬ 
mon Group, said it was taking far 
too long. “We have told the coun¬ 
cil that they need to come and the 
tidy up the scrub and branches 
left behind from the logging oper¬ 
ation,” he said. “They keep saying 
that they will, but seem to be tak¬ 
ing an awful long time about it.” 

Under the original proposals 60 
per cent of the trees were to go 
under the axe, but after an outcry 
that resulted in 2,000 residents 
signing a petition against it, the 
figure was reduced and instead 30 


per cent from two wooded areas 
at the nature reserve have been 
removed. 

Walsall Council’s environmen¬ 
tal resources officer Kevin Clem¬ 
ents said: “Some branches were 
left at the site after last winter’s 
felling which we are going to re¬ 
move over the summer. There 
are no plans to do any felling this 
year.” 

Council officers set up public 
consultation events and around 
1,500 brochures were distributed 
in the town to update residents 
about the felling plans in 2013.

WEST Midlands Police intercepted 
people’s phone, email and internet 
records nearly 100,000 times in three 
years using snooping powers - the sec¬ 
ond highest rate in the country. 

The force used powers under the 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers 
Act (RIPA) 98,095 times during a 
three-year period between 2012 and 
2014. Nationally, police forces across 
the UK are requesting access commu¬ 
nications data every two minutes new 
research reveals.

New vice principal

A new vice principal on a salary of 
up to £57,000 a year is being sought 
at a college in Walsall as it breaks 
free from council control. 

The post is being advertised by 
Walsall Adult and Community Col¬ 
lege which will be run independently 
from the summer in a bid to secure 
its long-term future. 

The college, which is known as 
WACC and caters for around 4,500 
students a year, was rated as out¬ 
standing by Ofsted during its latest 
inspection. 

The advert for the position on 
Walsall Council’s online job shop 
states it pays between £51,165 and 
£57,573 a year. 

Bosses at the college said that due 
to a recent promotion there was now 
a vacancy for a vice principal for cur¬ 
riculum. 

The advert states: “We are a 
forward thinking and community 
orientated college supported by a 
committed board of directors and 
we are looking to recruit a vice prin¬ 
cipal. 

“This is your opportunity to be 
involved and play a key part in the 
exciting future of Walsall Adult & 

Community College. 

“We have just reached our 5th 
birthday and already we are an out¬ 
standing college as graded in De¬ 
cember 2012 by Ofsted, one of the 
first in the country.” 

In August the college will detach 
itself from the council becoming a 
legal entity in its own right. 

The move to break free from Wal¬ 
sall Council will enable the college 
to apply for further pots of funding 
amid government cuts and will save 
costs for the council. 

The college has two sites - in 
Hawbush Road, Leamore, and 
Whitehall Centre, Caldmore - and 
offers courses such as GCSEs, NVQs 
and apprenticeships. 

The college has a turnover of 
more than £4.6 million and provides 
more than 8,000 learning opportuni¬ 
ties to around 4,500 students. 

WACC spokesman Kevin Williams 
said: “The new vice principal will 
work in a senior leadership team 
supporting the principal and direc¬ 
tors in creating a shared vision and

A FAMILY has been left devastated 
after yobs shot their pet kitten, leav¬ 
ing it so badly injured it had to be 
put down. Twelve-month-old Yoda 
was the fifth cat to be targeted in the 
Walsall Wood and Aldridge areas in 
recent weeks and the second to be 
killed. Owner Dawn Edgerton, aged 
44 from Ivy Grove, was called by 
staff at Vets4Pets in Shelfield who 
said Yoda had been taken in with a 
pellet in her spine. 

She said: “We have three children 
who are all completely and utterly 
devastated. Yoda was chipped and 
we got a call from the vets saying she 
had suffered a severe accident and 
that she was in pain and distress. 
They told us it was an air pellet in 
her spine and she would need to be 
put down. It was horrible for the 
children and us all. It is one thing 
to lose a cat but to lose it like that.”

The family went to see Yoda before 
she was put down at Vets4Pets in 
Shelfield. Mrs Edgerton added: “I 
can’t believe that a person would do 
such a thing. I just don’t understand 
why these air rifles are legal.” 

Yoda is the fifth cat to be shot 


since April. One was taken into Vet- 
s4Pets from Oak Road suffering a 
broken leg which required an oper¬ 
ation to fix. 

Another, from Greenwood Road in 
Aldridge sustained a fractured pelvis 
and a had bullet lodged in its knee. 

A third cat was brought in by an 
RSPCA officer needing an operation 
to fix a broken leg while the fourth 
cat, from the Occupation Road area, 
had to put down after suffering se¬ 
vere trauma. 

Last year there were 48 calls re¬ 
garding air gun attacks on animals 
in the West Midlands but there have 
already been 30 between January 
1 and June 11 this year. RSPCA 
spokeswoman Sara Howlett said: 
“This sounds like a very distressing 
case and we would urge anyone with 
information to contact our Cruelty 
and Advice Line on 0300 123 4999.”

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42 months 
in jail for 
man with 
drugs bag 

A DRUG dealer who asked to ‘have 
a private word’ with a police officer 
and then handed over 19 packets of 
crack and heroin has been jailed for 
42 months. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Anil Ali, 20, was arrested 
in Walsall town centre on April 22 
after police had received reports that 
a man was carrying a firearm. 

No weapon was found in his posses¬ 
sion, but during the journey to Blox- 
wich police station Ali gave an officer 
a small amount of cannabis. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, 
said: “Once they arrived at the police 
station he asked to have a private 
word with the officer. “He immedi¬ 
ately handed the officer a bag con¬ 
taining 16 small blocks of what he 
said was crack cocaine.” 

The court heard that a short time 
later Ali produced another three pack¬ 
ets containing drugs from the front 
pocket of his jeans. Police also seized 
£1,200 in cash from Ali. The packets 
were sent for analysis which revealed 
they contained 6.62g of heroin and 
6.25g of crack, with a combined street 
value of £1,000. 

Mr Edwards said that in police in¬ 
terview Ali admitted possessing the 
drugs but said he planned to supply 
them to friends for no personal gain. 

Mr Rupert Jones, defending, said 
his client had made ‘a foolish deci¬ 
sion’ to involve himself in the supply 
of drugs. Ali, of Kent Street, Walsall, 
admitted two counts of possession of 
class A drugs with intent to supply. 

He was jailed for 42 months. 

Go-ahead due 
for pub scheme 

THE transformation of a derelict pub 
site to create new homes is poised to 
get the go-ahead by councillors. 

The scheme for a combination of 30 
houses and flats at the old Cavalcade 
site in Stroud Avenue, Willenhall, has 
been recommended for approval at a 
meeting of Walsall Council planning 
committee. 

It has been vacant for more than 
five years and previous plans to build 
supported living homes prompted 
anger from the community attract¬ 
ing a 30-name petition amid concerns 
over noise and disturbance. The plans 
never went ahead and the alternative 
development has been put forward. 

There have been seven objections to 
the latest application with concerns 
including extra congestion.

Canal towpaths set for spruce-up 


CANAL towpaths across the Black Country will 
be spruced up as part of a £4.2 million package of 
improvements to encourage cycling and walking. 
Links between canals and vital services will be cre¬ 
ated and existing cycle routes refurbished under the 
scheme, which was due to get under way last week. 

The ‘Managing Short Trips’ project is being car¬ 
ried out by public transport co-ordinator Centro in 
partnership with the Canal and River Trust and 
councils in Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wolver¬ 
hampton. Money for the scheme has been provided 
through the local growth fund which supports pro¬ 
jects that benefit the local economy. 

Areas of canal towpaths forming part of national 
cycle route 81 running from Aberystwyth to Wol¬ 


verhampton will be improved. And new links will 
be created between towpaths and sites including 
Walsall Train Station and Darlaston town centre. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, chair of the West 
Midlands Integrated Transport Authority, said: 
“We have already seen great improvements to walk¬ 
ing and cycling facilities in our area through the 
Smart Network, Smarter Choices project and this 
scheme will really allow us to build on that. This 
funding will help us breathe new life into some of 
the canal towpaths, some of which date back to the 
18th century.” 

A section of national cycle network 54 at Pensnett 
Trading Estate in Kingswinford will be refurbished 
as part of the project, as will part of route five, which 


runs from Reading to Holyhead, at Smethwick. A 
canal towpath route from Walsall town centre to 
Midland Road will be established and new links to 
Moseley Park in Wolverhampton will be created. 

The Canal and River Trust has welcomed the 
start of work which will see a total of more than 16 
miles of canal towpath improved. 

Ian Lane, regional waterways manager, said: 
“The canals in the Black Country provide a ready¬ 
made network of green traffic free routes in and 
around towns and cities. These projects will improve 
the towpath for everyone, making it more accessible 
for cyclists, walkers, joggers, anglers and boaters. 

“The canals in the Black Country really help to 
connect local communities.” 


Fire-hit site revamp 
in line for approval 


THE transformation of a fire-rav¬ 
aged Walsall town centre site to 
create shops and flats is poised for 
a green light, despite objections. 

The building neighbouring the Hole in 
the Wall curtain and fabrics shop in High 
Street was largely destroyed or had to be 
demolished after the blaze in 2004. 

Plans for a combination of commercial space 
and nine apartments have been submitted to 
Walsall Council with its planning committee 
recommended to grant permission tonight, 
Thursday. Business room will be created at 
the ground level with nine apartments above, 
under the plans put forward. 

Some of the facade of the old Hole in the Wall 
shop remains and objections have been raised 
through Historic England Advice and Walsall 
Civic Society over the scale of the scheme. 

Another Hole in the Wall shop is open and 
based near the corner of Goodall Street. 

Concerns have also been received from a 
member of the public objecting to homes back¬ 
ing onto the rear of the Lyndon House hotel 
amid concerns about noise. 

Opportunity 

However, the development of the site on a 
key gateway at the top of the town is receiving 
backing from council officers. It will also com¬ 
plement the redevelopment of St Matthew’s 
Quarter, where a £12m shopping centre is is 
planned. 

A report from head of planning David Els- 
worthy to the committee says: “This applica¬ 
tion presents a clear opportunity to develop an 
important gateway to St Matthews Quarter of 
the town. The High Street part of the site was 
originally occupied by two listed buildings, that 
were extensively fire damaged in 2004 and sub¬ 
sequently largely destroyed due to the extent of 
the damage. 

“Whilst Historic England accepts the prin¬ 
ciple of the loss of the structure to the rear of 
the facade of 12 High Street, in order to bring 
forward the viable re-use and restoration of the 
entire site, they object to the principle of a con¬ 
temporary building and consider the proposed 
design solution to be inappropriate.” 

At the height of the blaze more than a dec¬ 
ade ago, more than 100 firefighters had been at 
the scene and the town centre was brought to 
a standstill. The on-going regeneration of Wal¬ 
sall town centre includes B&M and Poundland 
having signed up for St Matthew’s Quarter.

Protesting 
will never 
make a 
difference 

ON my return from holiday this weekend, 
a border control official at Birmingham 
Airport scrutinised my passport very 
carefully, observing that there was still a 
sticker from a trip to Dubrovnik the pre¬ 
vious month. “You need to take that off, 
it’s obsolete,” he said abruptly. It’s greatly 
comforting that our border staff are so 
meticulous. It probably explains why we 
never have any problems with illegal im¬ 
migration. 

ISN’T it interesting that whenever there 
is talk of austerity, the police station clo¬ 
sures and library cuts are never far away. 
Yet somehow, the traffic-calming industry 
always seems to escape the brunt of the 
brutality. When was the last time you ever 
heard a local authority announce in som¬ 
bre tones that there will be no red paint, 
speed bumps or yellow lines this year be¬ 
cause the budget has been cut? 

Recently, near where I live, the local 
authority had the truly bonzer idea of in¬ 
stalling a central reservation opposite the 
bus stop, presumably with the idea that it 
will slow speeding drivers down. 

However, I suspect that 95 per cent 
of the time the boy racers will still drive 
very fast, only now they will drive very 
fast through the bus stop. It is what boy 
racers do. I doubt if the average base- 
ball-cap wearer stops and thinks “the 
council has changed the road markings, I 
had better drive like an undertaker.” 

That said, I am convinced that for the 
remaining five per cent of the time we will 
see a marked reduction in road speeds. 
Particularly when Mr Max Power drives 
splat bang into the side of the bus. 

When they said they wanted an inte¬ 
grated transport policy, I didn’t realise 
they meant quite so closely integrated. 

AFTER months of aggravation at the 
hands of various disgruntled protesters 
who have decided to take it upon them¬ 
selves to be offended on behalf of the 
people of the Black Country, it was good 
to hear that the latest anti-mosque demo 
was a bit of a damp squib. 

After all the threats of thousands of 
angry football fans coming to vent their 
spleen, fewer than 200 actually turned 
out. But, really, when was the last time 
anything in Britain was ever changed by 
folk wandering through a town centre 
with for sale boards in their hand? 

When I was at university, there seemed 
to be a demo every other week, usually 
about cuts to student grants or pit clo¬ 
sures. And what a difference that made. 

What I do remember was how the stu¬ 
dent magazine would proudly proclaim 
how many coaches it filled, but strange¬ 
ly they always managed to lose quite a 
few by the time of the protest itself. Still, 
I suppose that’s the risk you take if you 
offer free transport to London for the start 
of the Christmas sales.

Taking stock of our 
crumbling heritage 


People may be surprised to 
find many landmark buildings 
are on the at risk register. 

ADAM BURLING reports 

THEY have become familiar parts 
of the landscape to thousands of 
people who pass them every day. 

But many may not realise that these 
historic buildings are among the coun¬ 
try’s most at risk sites. 

Heritage campaigners have drawn up a list 
of buildings that they believe could end up 
knocked down or falling into disrepair if ac¬ 
tion is not taken. 

And while some are instantly recognisable, 
others are less obvious. But they all form part 
of the Black Country and Staffordshire’s rich 
heritage. The SAVE group, which is marking 
its 40th anniversary this year, is about to re¬ 
lease its latest catalogue of at risk buildings. 
And English Heritage recently compiled a list 
of sites that are vulnerable to making way for 
developments. 

Turnpike 

Smethwick Toll House has been a fixture on 
the High Street since 1820 but it unlikely that 
the majority of shoppers or commuters pay it 
much attention each day. But it is among five 
sites in the West Midlands chosen by SAVE in 
its latest investigations. 

The toll house and associated coach house 
is Grade II-listed and served the Birmingham, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton turnpike which 
was formed in 1760. The toll house and for¬ 
mer coach house were most recently let as an 
art gallery, but have now been vacant for a 
number of years. 

Meanwhile, Langley Maltings is steeped in 
the history of the Black Country’s brewing in¬ 
dustry. Originally dating from 1870, but sub¬ 
stantially rebuilt in 1898, the Maltings are a 
well-known landmark in this part of Sandwell. 

The site was built for the nearby Showell’s 
Crosswell Brewery, with the 1898 buildings 
designed by Arthur Kinder & Son, notable 
brewery architects. Although the brewery 
changed hands several times, remarkably the 
maltings were still in use as late as 2006 and it

was one of the last to use the traditional floor 
malting process. 

An arson attack in 2009 caused considerable 
damage to the buildings, but English Heritage 
concluded that ‘despite some unstable ma¬ 
sonry, repairing the building would be rela¬ 
tively straightforward’. 

An application for demolition was submit¬ 
ted by the owner in 2012, but the council re¬ 
jected the plans after an outcry from residents. 
Businessmen Lehmber Singh and Harbhajan 
Singh Dhadday, who run D&S Enterprises, 
bought the property for £1 million in 2007. 

Mr Dhadday said they were still hoping to 
submit a planning application to build hous¬ 
ing. In Staffordshire, Heron Court has been 
singled out as an example of Tudor Gothic ar¬ 
chitecture. The building, in Heron Street, Ru¬ 
geley, was constructed in 1851 at the time that 
Rugeley was expanding from a market town to 
a coal mining centre. 

It was used as a convent and more recently 
as the home of a billiards club. 

The site is now up for sale and, while it is 
in relatively good condition, there are fears it 
will be difficult to find a new use for it that will 
keep its historic features. 


Meanwhile English Heritage has named two 
well-known Dudley churches on its list of land¬ 
marks under threat. St Thomas and St Luke’s 
Church in High Street, Dudley, known as Top 
Church, is a shock new addition to this year’s 
Heritage at Risk register. St John’s Church in 
Dudley is now also on the list. 

A total of 195 sites across the Black Coun¬ 
try, Staffordshire and North Worcestershire 
have now been identified as being at risk in the 
latest survey. Five new buildings in the area, 
all of them churches, have been added. 

However, nine buildings have been removed 
after finding a more secure future. St Thomas 
and St Luke’s Church is considered to be 
Dudley’s premier church and is used for civic 
functions. The Grade II listed building, built 
between 1815 and 1818, is said to be in ‘poor’ 
condition. 

Ten years ago £528,000 was spent restoring 
its spire. Meanwhile, St John’s Church in St 
John Street closed in 2002 for safety reasons 
after structural problems were discovered. 

Worcester Diocese, which owns the building, 
initially said it may be declared redundant and 
demolished. However, the St John’s Church 
Preservation Group was formed in 2007 to

save the building, and it was granted Grade 
II-listed status in 2009. 

William Perry, better known as The Tipton 
Slasher, who was England’s bare-knuckle box¬ 
ing champion from 1850 to 1857, and Marion 
Richardson, a well-known author of children’s 
handwriting books, are among those buried in 
the churchyard. Other entries on the register 
include in Wolverhampton, St Luke’s Church 
in Upper Villiers Street, said to be at severe 
risk as its condition is deteriorating rapidly, 
English Heritage says. It is described as in 
‘very bad’ condition and as being ‘of immedi¬ 
ate risk of further rapid deterioration or loss 
of fabric’. 

Built by GT Robinson of Leamington in 
1860, the church’s huge, decorated spire is a 
local landmark in the Blakenhall area. The 
problem of dry rot was addressed some years 
ago, but many other issues remain. 

The city’s Church of St Leonard, in Church 
Street, has leaking gutters that are damaging 
the stonework and causing water damage in¬ 
side. It still has a number of original features 
from when it was built in 1825, but English 
Heritage says they could be lost if repairs are 
not carried out.

Talks over 
clean-up 
at eyesore 
pub sites 

TALKS are to take place with the owners of 
two eyesore pub sites in Walsall in a bid to 
get them cleaned up and regenerated. 

The Leathern Bottle and Eagle, both in Cresswell 
Crescent, Mossley, have fallen into disrepair over 
the years and calls have been made to tidy them up. 

There have been plans put forward to use the sites for ei¬ 
ther homes or retail, but in 


the meantime the buildings 
have remained in a derelict 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick has been leading 
calls for action and for Sec¬ 
tion 215 notices to be intro¬ 
duced to force improvement 
work. 

Untidy 

He said: “It is simply not 
acceptable that the situation 
remains as it is.” 

Walsall Council says it is 
opening discussions over 
their long-term use with 
owners. 

David Elsworthy, head of 
planning and building con¬ 
trol, said: “Although both 
the Leathern Bottle and 
Eagle sites are considered to 
be untidy, they are not suf¬ 
ficiently dilapidated to war-

rant the issuing of a formal 
Section 215 Notice to secure 
the tidying or repair of the 
site and buildings. 

“It was hoped that having 
granted the owners of the 
Leathern Bottle planning 
permission we would have 
seen a new pub, retail units 
and nine flats being built on 
the site. This permission ex¬ 
pires on June 22, 2015. 

“The planning permission 
for residential development 
at the Eagle site has now ex¬ 
pired. Officers are in contact 
with the owners as we are 
open to discussions on the 
future of both sites.” 

Drugs and a danger¬ 
ous dog were found at the 
Leathern Bottle in 2009. 
It closed several years ago. 
The Eagle has been empty

IT’S a football field of two 
halves on the border of two 
Black Country boroughs. 

Grass is being cut on one half 
of the field by Sandwell Council - 
but it is being left to grow on the 
other side by Walsall Council. 

People have been left scratching 
their heads as both authorities fail to 
agree on who mows the field on the 
edge of the two boroughs. The situa¬ 
tion - described as ‘council bureau¬ 
cracy gone mad’ - is driving residents 
round the bend. They have now called 
for immediate action over the issue. 

Sandwell Council and Walsall Coun¬ 
cil are discussing who is responsible 
for mowing the field off Walstead Road 
and Laurel Road, near the Yew Tree 
estate. Residents say the problem has 
persisted for a while as one half of the 
field grows, the other is cut, then vice 
versa. 

Failed 

There is a visible line along the bor¬ 
der with grass more than an inch or 
two longer on the opposite side. 

Campaigner David Fisher says it is 
‘mind-boggling’ how the councils have 
failed to resolve the issue. 

“You could say the grass isn’t 
greener on the other side,” said Mr 
Fisher from Longleat, in Great Barr. 

“I just think that it is mind-bogging 
that neither council will just sort this 
out. It is a shame that the playing 
fields don’t look tidy because it is used 
by groups of youngsters for their foot¬ 
ball practice. One side will be cut then 
a few months later the other half will 
be cut but by that point the other side 
has got too long. It is a pity but it is 
bureaucracy gone mad.” 

The 38-year-old UKIP campaigner 
said: “There is all this talk of having 
a new combined authority but I think 
it’s a joke. If they can’t even agree on 
a matter that is as simple as cutting 


some grass then how are they going 
sort out the combined authority?” 

Football training sessions are oc¬ 
casionally held on the grassed land 
which is open space for people to go 
and use. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, agreed that the issue 
will be tackled and is opening talks 
with Walsall Council. 

“This is council bureaucracy gone 
mad - it is stupid when two councils 
cannot talk together to work out a 
way of ensuring that this work is done 


properly to the satisfaction of local 
residents,” he said. “We are satisfied 
that our area is kept in a good condi¬ 
tion and I will be talking to the Walsall 
Council leader to see what we can do to 
make sure that this work is done as a 
combined effort in the future.” 

Walsall councillor Anthony Har¬ 
ris, who is in charge of the borough’s 
parks, added that officials would be 
investigating further. 

“It’s a ridiculous situation and we’re 
going to address it, common sense dic¬ 
tates that action needs to be taken.” 
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“Our company is owned and run by local tradesmen 
meaning the work is carried out properly and on time.

TALKS are to take place with the own¬ 
ers of eyesore sites in Walsall in a bid 
to get them cleaned up and regener¬ 
ated. The Leathern Bottle and Eagle 
pubs sites in Bloxwich have fallen into 
disrepair over the years and calls have 
been made to tidy them up. 

There have been plans put forward 
to use the sites in Cresswell Crescent, 
Mossley, for either homes or retail, but 
in the meantime the buildings have re¬ 
mained in a derelict state. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick 


has been leading calls for action to be 
taken and for Section 215 notices to 
be introduced to force improvement 
work. 

Walsall Council chiefs have said 
they are opening discussions over their 
long-term use with owners. 

David Elsworthy, head of planning 
and building control, said: “Although 
both the Leathern Bottle and Eagle 
sites are considered to be untidy, they 
are not sufficiently dilapidated to war¬ 
rant the issuing of a formal Section 


215 Notice to secure the tidying or 
repair of the site and buildings. How¬ 
ever officers will be monitoring the 
situation.” 

Mr Winnick said: “They have both 
been closed for some considerable 
time, and have continued to deterio¬ 
rate. It is simply not acceptable that 
the situation remains as it is; as I have 
mentioned previously, if the sites were 
in some of the most prosperous areas 
of the borough, action would probably 
have been taken earlier.” 


Care home to help 
alleviate pressure 
on Manor Hospital 


A NEW 72-bedroom nursing 
home will be built on a derelict 
site in Willenhall after the plans, 
creating 50 jobs, were backed by 
the council. 

The three-storey building to be run 
by MACC Care Ltd will be constructed 
on the grounds of the former Meadow 
House in Stroud Avenue. 

Members of Walsall’s planning commit¬ 
tee approved the plans, with council chiefs 
saying the home will help to ease pressure 
on Manor Hospital. 

The buildings of the former council-run 
care home which closed a number of years 
ago and been a target of vandals will be de¬ 
molished to pave the way for the modern 
centre. The site was previously subject to 
controversial proposals for a mental health 
facility but they were withdrawn after at¬ 
tracting more than 1,000 objections from 
residents. 


The new plans by MACC Care Ltd in¬ 
cludes six properties and there will be 23 
parking spaces. 

There were seven objections to the 
scheme with concerns including it being 
out of keeping with the residential area, too 
high and inadequate parking available. 

But vice-chairman of the planning com¬ 
mittee Mike Bird said: “I am encouraged 
by the fact people are looking to invest in 
the town. “A 72-bedded care home is much 
needed, if you know the situation at the 
Manor and other hospitals. This is a good, 
brand new quality home. Some of our peo¬ 
ple are having to go out the borough in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Dudley, areas like that.” 

Concerns were raised about adequate 
parking spaces but councillors agreed to 
push ahead with the scheme. Councillor 
Anthony Harris added: “Homes in this cat¬ 
egory, and under this situation, are more 
important than additional car parking ca¬ 
pacity.”

Siblings jailed over 
attacks on bus users 



A BROTHER and sister who 
lashed out at bus passengers 
during a 45-minute rampage 
in the Black Country are be¬ 
hind bars. 

Drunken Whitney Maughan as¬ 
saulted two passengers, including 
a 16-year-old boy, before attacking 
two more people at Dudley bus 
station. 

It culminated with a vicious beating, 
in tandem with her brother James, on 
a 30-year-old man as he waited for his 
regular service home after work. 

The victim described Whitney, from 
Barnet Road, Portobello, as being 
like a ‘raging bull’ as the pair rained 
punches on him. 

Whitney began swinging punches 
at the commuter after being told he 
couldn’t provide her with a cigarette. 

Moments later 22-year-old James 
weighed in with a flurry of blows be¬ 
fore kicking the man in the head and 
rendering him unconscious against a 
row of metal seating. 

Rummaged 

And as he was out cold, Whitney 
even rummaged through his pockets 
and stole his mobile phone and £40 
cash. A court heard the siblings ‘com¬ 
pletely lost control - lashing out at 
people on a whim seemingly just for 
kicks’. And police have branded the 
attacks as ‘despicable’ as they revealed 
how CCTV images were used to track 
them down. 

The pair had been seen on the 246 
Stourbridge bus at around 6pm on 
March 5 when Whitney lashed out 
at the teenager before laying into a 
30-year-old woman who confronted 
them. Shortly after leaving the bus in 
Dudley, she yanked a 17-year-old girl’s 
hair, scratching her neck, before she

and her brother turned their attention 
to the 30-year-old man in Stand G of 
the terminus. Despite the severity of 
the attack neither the man, nor any 
of the other victims, reported the as¬ 
saults to police. 

CCTV was circulated among staff 
from the Safer Travel Partnership. 
This led to Whitney being identified by 
a PCSO who had previously challenged 
the 21-year-old over her behaviour. 

West Midlands Police issued an ap¬ 
peal to trace her and on April 13 she 
handed herself in to Wolverhampton 
police, while James was interviewed by 
officers in prison in Manchester where 
he’d been remanded on other matters. 

Whitney admitted four counts of 
assault and theft and was jailed for 
31 months at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, while James, previously of An-

gela Place, Bilston, was handed a two- 
year jail term for assault. Pc David 
Ward said: “These were shocking 
attacks on innocent members of the 
public. This type of behaviour is des¬ 
picable and will not be tolerated. They 
completely lost control - lashing out 
at people on a whim seemingly just for 
kicks. 

“I hope our action in tracking down 
the victims and offenders, plus the 
subsequent jail sentences handed 
down, reassure transport users that 
we are committed to tackling crime 
and bad behaviour on buses.” 

Councillor Kath Hartley, chairman 
of Centro’s Putting Passengers First 
Committee, said: “Incidents of this 
nature are, thankfully, rare on public 
transport but when they do occur we 
will take decisive action.”

STUDENTS at a Walsall school were 
beamed to a voyage of discovery when 
an astronaut paid a visit to talk about 
life on a space shuttle flight. 

Dr Don Thomas, an astronaut who 
completed nearly 700 orbits of the 
Earth on four space shuttle missions, 
talked to Year 7 pupils at Aldridge 
School, in Tynings Lane. 

It was the first time the NASA vet¬ 
eran of four shuttle flights has ad¬ 
dressed UK pupils with his life story. 

He told the 11 and 12-year-olds 
about life in space with zero gravity 
and how astronauts coped with every¬ 
day tasks such as drinking liquid in 


sachets and washing their hair. He 
said: “It is a myth that you can see 
the Great Wall of China from space - 
because it blends into the land it isn’t 
visible to the human eye when you 
orbit the Earth. 

“However it is amazing what else 
you can see when you look out of the 
shuttle’s window onto our planet. 

“I have looked into the eye of a 
125mph hurricane, watched a comet 
set, seen the top of Mount Everest lots 
of times and seen how ultra thin the 
Earth’s atmosphere is,” he added. 

He says he was impressed by the 
youngsters’ enthusiasm, interest and 


questions about his space missions, 
which he completed between 1994 and 
1997. 

The author of the book Orbit of Dis¬ 
covery also spoke of about his STS-70 
mission aboard space shuttle Discov¬ 
ery and how nesting woodpeckers de¬ 
layed the 1995 programme when they 
damaged the external tank of the STS- 
70 by pecking 71 holes in its insulation 
foam. 

Head David Mountney said: “It was 
a genuine honour to welcome a NASA 
astronaut. 

“We were also privileged in being 
the first UK school that he visited.”

The number 1 service between Can¬ 
nock, Great Wyrley, Bloxwich and 
Walsall is now operated by Arriva 
Midlands, but was originally set up by 
Walsall Corporation, which began mo- 
torbuses in May 1915. 

The first vehicles used were Tilling 
Stevens petrol electrics. This type of 
bus was favoured by many organisa¬ 
tions, as more traditional types were 
being commandeered into service for 
World War I by the government. 

Over the years the service was ex¬ 


tended to Rugeley along the A460 and 
in recent times service 1 has operated 
between Huntington, Dog in tree Es¬ 
tate, Cannock, Great Wyrley, Bloxwich 
and Walsall. 

Service 1 runs up to every 20 min¬ 
utes during the day from Monday to 
Saturday. 

To celebrate the centenary Arriva 
Midlands donated a celebratory cente¬ 
nary cake to a local nursing home in 
Great Wyrley which is situated along 
the route. 

Dan Flanagan, Arriva’s local man¬ 
ager said: “This is a great milestone 
for service 1 having provided a regular 


bus service for 100 years’ along the 
A34 initially between Bloxwich, Can¬ 
nock and Hednesford then extended 
into Walsall. 

“Service 1 is a very popular service 
providing buses up to every 20 minutes 
during the day Monday to Saturday.”

U NA Oakley is 86 years young and it 
shows. Spritely, articulate, eager to 
embrace life, she is the epitome of what 
being senior should be. 

Nodding knowingly, and with a disarming 
cheeky laugh, she is one of a growing number 
of older people who are determined to defy 
the encroaching years. 

The former Red Cross worker and legal 
secretary from Lower Gornal and her doctor 
husband, Douglas, retired to an apartment in 
Llandudno - one of the most scenic coastal 
spots in the UK - but trouble with her teeth 
unexpectedly brought her back to her Black 
Country roots.

Walsall among the fastest 


growth areas across the UK 


WALSALL and Wolverhampton are 
in the top 10 of the fastest-growing 
areas of the UK, according to new 
research. 

The UHY Hacker Young study ranks 
Walsall as fifth and Wolverhampton as 
eighth for gross value added - the value of 
goods and services it produces - between 
2009 and 2013. 

Derby tops the table thanks to its economy 
being driven by growing automotive and aero¬ 
space businesses. All of the UK’s top five fast¬ 
est-growing economies can be found in the 
Midlands, where engineering and advanced 
manufacturing is powering a revival.

Derby’s GVA per person grew 23 per cent 
from £22,613 in 2009 to £27,849 in 2013. Walsall 
increased 20 per cent from £13,323 to £15,978 
and Wolverhampton was up 19 per cent from 
£16,474 to £19,548. 

Worcestershire in 10th place rose 18 per cent 
from £15,677 to £18,454. 

UHY Hacker Young said that the resurgence 
in the engineering and advanced manufacturing 
output of the Midlands in recent years, includ¬ 
ing Jaguar Lane Rover, was helping to take the 
region’s economy out of the doldrums. 

The Midlands has also benefited from sub¬ 
stantial investment from the aerospace indus¬ 


try. Rolls-Royce, the world’s second largest 
manufacturer of aircraft engines, currently em¬ 
ploys over 12,000 people at its Derby site. 

“The region also supplies systems to aircraft 
makers such as Airbus, BAE Systems and Boe¬ 
ing. 

Malcolm Winston, partner at UHY Hacker 
Young in Birmingham, said: “It’s been a diffi¬ 
cult decade for some parts of the Midlands, but 
these figures show that the region’s advanced 
manufacturing base is once again a huge growth 
driver. 

“From Rolls-Royce aircraft engines to the 
latest Jaguar and Land Rover models, demand 
for advanced products manufactured in the Mid¬ 
lands has ensured that the region’s economy has 
bounced back strongly from the recession.” 


Job vacancies 
on the rise 


A LEADING recruiter says there was an 
11 per cent increase in the number of jobs 
available for professionals in the West Mid¬ 
lands last month. 

The contract recruitment index prepared 
by Venn Group, which monitors contrac¬ 
tor demand across the West Midlands, saw 
the number of job vacancies advertised rise 
from 1,926 in April to 2,137. 

It said there was a boom in demand for 
NHS workforce planners to tackle staff 
shortages and the finance sector was driv¬ 
ing contractor demand. 

Avtar Singh, director of Venn Group, 
said: “The West Midlands, like many other 
regions in the UK, has experienced a boom 
in the workforce planning and medical staff¬ 
ing arenas in light of recent staff shortages. 

“In attempts to streamline spending, 
many trusts are also drafting in financial 
planning professionals to realign NHS 
budgets for the new financial year.”

£2m bridge revamp work 
stalled as appeal upheld 


A £2 MILLION proposal to replace 
Pelsall’s landmark York’s Bridge 
has been left in the balance after 
a planning appeal against it by 
campaigners was upheld. 

Proposals to build a new two car¬ 
riageway structure alongside the nar¬ 
row canal bridge built in the 1800s 
were given the green light last year. 

Planning chiefs 
hoped to save the 
existing historic 
bridge, in Norton 
Road, plus use addi¬ 
tional land from the 
common for the new 
bridge and widen 
the road which is a 
York’sBridge commuter route into 
Walsall. 

The council said it was disappointed with 
the decision by the Planning Inspectorate 
and is now taking legal advice. 

The project was given the nod by the 
council’s planning committee in 2014 de¬ 
spite objections by residents who want the 
bridge, over the Wyrley & Essington Canal, 
to be renovated. 

Pelsall Heritage Group and householders 
from the nearby Moat Farm Estate objected 
on the grounds that the council had failed 
to consider an alternative option to carry 
out specialist strengthening work to the 
humpback bridge to allow it to keep carry¬ 
ing traffic. 

John Garfitt, of the campaign group, 
said: “We are very relieved this has been 
stopped in its tracks.” 

Walsall Council’s former cabinet member 
for transport Lee Jeavons said: “ Its brick 
arch construction, poor alignment and lack 
of footways make it unsuitable for modern 
traffic and given how busy that road is it’s 
equally unsafe for pedestrians and cyclists. 

“Our intention has been to provide a fit- 
for-purpose structure alongside the existing 
bridge. We’re disappointed with the deci¬ 
sion but remain committed to the scheme.” 



Church centre unveiled

DOZENS of people marked the offi¬ 
cial unveiling of a new £1.4 million 
community church centre. 

The dedication ceremony at Ald¬ 
ridge Parish Church was performed 
by Bishop of Lichfield, the Rt Rev 
Jonathan Gledhill. It marked the 
end of a project which has been 
worked on for around 15 years. 

Church warden Kate Warner 
said: “We have had a number of 
false starts over the years so this 
has been a long time coming. 

“The building was first con¬ 
structed in 1948 and was only de¬ 
signed to last for 10 years so it has 


outlasted itself. We are absolutely 
delighted now to have this facility 
which will help us deliver our work 
in the community.” 

Businesses have donated materi¬ 
als, while other funding has come 
in the form of grants and sponsor¬ 
ship. Ultimately, the congregation 
has made the facility a reality by 
providing around £800,000 towards 
the pot. 

Lichfield Diocese has loaned the 
church about £300,000 to complete 
the project, but it is hoped the 
money will be repaid through the 
sale of land adjoining the church.

IT’S very rare that I am not rush¬ 
ing from work to review a show 
or concert in Birmingham. 

So when one popped up on a Sunday 
evening I decided to make a day of it. 
A bit of retail therapy followed by a bit 
of wine therapy - perfect. 

As the show was at the Symphony Hall 
the obvious eating choice was Brindley Place 
and it just so happened that a week or two 
earlier I had had an email on the Discover 
Wine Campaign at All Bar One, just over 
the canal bridge. As a wine lover this was 
just too good an opportunity to miss. 

This stylish city bar, which recently had 
a major refurb, specialises in cocktails and 
runs its own cocktail-making classes - but 
more on that later. There is a large outside 
eating area but we opted for inside and were 
shown to our corner seat by a very friendly

and helpful waiter called Bob. Menus al¬ 
ready on the table, we very quickly decided 
to go for the ‘small plates’. They advise five 
between two at a total cost of £26 - very 
good value at just £13 each for a share of 
actually very generous taster portions. 

We opted for beetroot cured salmon gra- 
vadlax with goat’s curd and apple, corian¬ 
der, za’atar spice mix and tzatziki, slow 
cooked pork with creamed potato, apple 
and vanilla ketchup and pork crackling, 
Szechuan-coated crispy calamari, with red 
chilli and served with wasabi dip, ginger 
teriyaki chicken skewers with pickled vege¬ 
tables and sesame seeds and wild Patagon¬ 
ian prawns in garlic, chilli and lemon with 
grilled rosemary foccacia. 

All very tasty and very well presented. 
The bar holds regular events including a 


wine of the month and although the cock¬ 
tails prove very popular with the young as 
we are now, how can I put it, a little more 
mature we do like a drop of wine. 

Luckily for us the wine event was still 
running. It was due to end the middle of 
June but look out for it if it comes around 
again. It is definitely worth it. 

Experience 

So before our food arrived we were joined 
by team leader Shaun who took us through 
the different wines, and there were a lot of 
them! We were shown how to pick up the 
aromas and which wines went best with 
each of the dishes. Although young, Shaun 
has a wealth of experience in this field, 
some of it picked up on cruise ships. 

We started with the white wines and 
after a while I was managing to pick out the 
different aromas but still had no idea of the 


region. Then we moved on to our favourite, 
red wine, by which time I must admit I was 
probably getting a little bit tipsy. 

Shaun advised to drink water between 
the different samples to clear out palate so 
at least the wine was being ‘ watered down’ 
- after all I did have a show to review! 

On to dessert and as I have a very sweet 
tooth I went for the chocolate, orange and 
mascarpone mousse cake. Delicious, the 
calorie count was on the menu but I didn’t 
even bother checking. My husband went 
for lemon torte with raspberry sorbet. 

Cocktails are very popular with the young 
and cocktail making classes are a big attrac¬ 
tion. They cost £20 and include three cock¬ 
tails. All Bar One is a perfect place to eat 
out or pop for a drink after work. And if you 
are going to the ICC, Barclaycard Arena 
the one at Waters Edge, BrindleyPlace is 
perfectly placed.

Time to dream. A distant aunt leaves you a 
modest fortune in her will and you don’t need 
her unexpected windfall for practical purpos¬ 
es. 

That means the roof doesn’t leak, the kids are buy¬ 
ing their first homes (lucky youngsters) and you man¬ 
age very nicely on your salary check. 

But you’ve always rather fancied a smart set of wheels; 
something just a little bit special. 

The sort of car that turns heads and makes you dream of 
heading for some sun and a smart little hotel on the French 
Riviera. 

Well, if your surprise inheritance runs to a little less than 
£60,000 you could be putting the latest big BMW on your 
shortlist of pleasurable playthings. 

It would certainly be an indulgence, especially in the con¬ 
vertible form you see here. 

Part of the newly revised 6 Series range, you can choose 
from a fixed roof Coupe (from £59,430) or take a Converti¬ 
ble, which robs the already limited rear legroom and costs 
£5,900 more. 

Or, for the same price as the fixed head car, there’s the 
rather rakish four door Gran Coupe, with extra space in the 
back. 

You wouldn’t buy any of them for purely practical reasons; 
BMW makes much less costly cars that will fit family duties 
much better. 

You go for a 6 Series because you want one - and can 
afford to feed your indulgence. 

Now the range grows a little more tempting with a host of 
upgrades aimed at making the cars a bit more economical 
(a relative term here), look a little sharper and feel and act 
rather more the luxury machines they already were. 

Leather 

Styling changes are so subtle only the owner of an 
old one is likely to notice, confined to modest reworkings 
of front and rear metalwork and lights and different alloy 
wheels. 

Inside, there is even more leather than before (now 
taking in the dashboard), along with flashes of high gloss 
black. 

On a more practical level, what BMW calls Connected- 
Drive is now standard. This includes navigation and infotain¬ 
ment and keeps the driver informed about traffic problems 
and can even reserve your hotel room (I didn’t try that one). 

Under the bonnet, small tweaks have produced a bit more 
economy from the diesel engine and smaller of the three 
petrol engines offered. The latter trio now have a loud button 
that adds an edge to the exhaust note when you’re feeling 
a little sportif. 

None of the newcomers is destined to be a big seller, 
even if they add lustre and useful profits to the BMW brand. 
The UK took 2,830 versions of the 6 Series last year, with 
about half of them the more practical Gran Coupe. 

So whichever model your windfall lands on, it will remain 
a rare car. That, of course, is part of its attraction. 

So too is the way a sunny day tempts you to purr back 
the roof on the convertible and enjoy the sunshine. With 
windows up and rear mesh wind deflector in place (£290) 
there’s enough protection to produce a pleasantly gentle 
breeze at a motorway cruise. 

Even at a crawl the big diesel engine never intrudes and 
provides all the performance you could crave, while show¬ 
ing 34mpg on my modestly miled test route. 

Yes, the car is big enough to make country lanes a bit of 
a pain and the suspension (tautened with a £2,795 M Sport 
package) banged into potholes but it will make a fine wafter 
when there are miles to be covered before the sun goes 
down on the terrace of that little hotel on the Med.

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Incarnation 
seven for 
Vauxhall’s 
new Astra

Vauxhall has revealed images of the all-new 
seventh-generation Astra, which will reach 
production later this year at the compa¬ 
ny’s Ellesmere Port manufacturing plant in 
Cheshire. 

Based on an all-new lightweight vehicle architec¬ 
ture with a new design, powertrains and technolo¬ 
gy, Astra will receive its world premiere at the 2015 
Frankfurt Motor Show in September. 

The Astra is a household name for British car buyers with 
over 2.9 million sold in the UK over the last 36 years with 
over 50,000 last year. 

Depending on the model and trim level it will be up to 
200kg (130kg on average) lighter than its predecessor. The 
completely new vehicle architecture plays a major role in 
the weight reduction. Every component was checked for 
compact design and lightweight materials. The body shell 
weight alone was reduced by 20 per cent from 357kg to 
280kg. 

Additional, chassis-related measures resulted in a further 
50kg weight loss. These include high-strength and ultra- 
high-strength low-weight steels, compact subframes as well 
as weight reductions to the front and rear axle. 

Engines 

The all-new Astra features a powertrain including petrol 
and diesel units ranging from 10OPS to 200PS. The highlight 
of the engine range is the all-new 1.4-litre (145PS) ECOTEC 
Direct Injection Turbo, a four-cylinder unit from the same 
family as the one-litre, three-cylinder engine seen in Corsa, 
ADAM and VIVA. 

The engine delivers maximum torque of up to 250Nm, 
with maximum power available between 1,800rpm and 
4,000rpm. 

Based on its construction, the new 1.4 ECOTEC Direct 
Injection Turbo also adds less weight to the car. The alumin¬ 
ium engine block weighs in at 10kg less than the cast-iron 
block of the current 1.4-litre turbo. There’s also a base-level 
1.0 ECOTEC Direct Injection Turbo (105PS) petrol engine 
and a 1.6 CDTi ‘Whisper Diesel’ range with outputs starting 
from 110PS up to 160PS. 

Inspired by 2013’s Monza Concept, the lean design 
makes the new Astra look more athletic than before thanks 
to work carried out by a design team led by Brit Mark Ad¬ 
ams. 

The most significant design cue is the divided C-pillar, 
creating the impression of a floating roof. The interplay of 
light and shadow is emphasised by the horizontal crossbar 
above the brand logo linking the rear lights. 

The Astra does not just look smaller - it is smaller. With 
a total length of 4.37m it is almost 5cm shorter than its pre¬ 
decessor. With a height of 1.46m it is also 2.6cm lower. The 
dimensions have an impact on aerodynamics and efficiency 
with the new Astra boasting a drag coefficient below 0.30. 

The wheelbase may have been reduced by 2cm but the 
amount of space inside increased. In combination with new¬ 
ly-designed seats, the passengers in the rear can enjoy an 
additional 35mm legroom. The distance between the front- 
and rear-seats is increased providing comfort and space. 

Aesthetic 

The high-quality cockpit and the instrument panel trans¬ 
fer the characteristic and aesthetic exterior design to the 
interior, ensuring that a new interior design generation is 
introduced in the new Astra. It features a clean look which 
includes a large colour touchscreen in the centre stack and 
reduced amount of control switches and buttons. 

The new Astra is the first new Vauxhall model that will be 
available with the personal connectivity and service assis¬ 
tant OnStar from its launch. OnStar also turns the new Astra 
into a 4G LTE mobile Wi-Fi hotspot. Up to seven devices, 
from smartphones to tablets, can be connected simultane¬ 
ously. 

Making its debut in new Astra is the new generation Intel- 
liLink infotainment system that is compatible with Android 
Auto and Apple CarPlay. The functions can be controlled 
via the large, up to eight-inch touchscreen located high on 
the center stack, via remote control on the steering wheel 
(volume) or via voice control. 

The all-new Brit-built Astra will be the first Vauxhall to get 
glare-free IntelliLux LED Matrix Light. Bringing premium 
technology to the mainstream, these new LED headlights 
provide outstanding night time performance enhancing 
safety for the driver and those around them. 

Another advantage is that mechanical movements are 
no longer necessary in the headlight - the individual LED 
segments turn on or off according to the situation, which 
also contributes to a durability that far exceeds the lifespan 
of a car.

New Volvo 
XC90 offers 
a serious 
challenge

When the first XC90 appeared in the UK back 
in 2002 some potential buyers admired this 
trendsetting new SUV in the showroom, be¬ 
fore telling Volvo dealers ‘it’s not expensive 
enough’. 

Which shows there are always people with more 
money than sense. The company bonus culture was 
responsible and Volvo had never experienced any¬ 
thing like it. 

How did the sensible Swedes react? They quickly devel¬ 
oped a UK-only version with all the bells and whistles on 
board, at a price that over-compensated company buyers 
thought let everyone know they could afford one - easily. 

No such problem with the all new XC90, built high and 
handsome in a gently understated way and priced from 
£47,750 to £63,705. Nobody would describe that as under- 
pricing, but do you get what you pay for? 

The short answer is yes; buyers who head for the XC90 
at the bottom of the price ladder will not only be buying by 
far the expected most popular version, but they’ll end up 
with a car that comes well enough equipped to need little 
else adding. 

That’s rather rare in a part of the market where car makers 
know there is a large fortune to be made from the options’ 
list. More of that later. 

Let’s look at the newcomer in more detail. It is that gen¬ 
uinely rare machine - a vehicle new from tip to stern, with 
new engines. 

The whole thing must have cost Volvo’s Chinese owners 
a large fortune to design and develop. 

Just as well it was worth it. 

Built in Sweden, it radiates subtle Nordic charm in a way 
that a rival like BMW’s X5 would hardly comprehend. Ele¬ 
gant good taste emanates from everything, taking in a bold 
new grille and body lines deliberately kept simple. 

Quality 

Inside, the good taste continues, beautiful build quality 
obvious everywhere and a mere eight buttons indicating 
that all the other controls, for things like sound system, heat¬ 
ing and ventilation and the satellite navigation have been 
loaded onto a big, clear touchscreen. 

Every XC90 destined for the UK, for the moment at least, 
will have all-wheel drive, automatic transmission and sev¬ 
en seats, with enough room in row three for two adults up 
to 5ft 7in tall. All seven seats have thinner than usual seat 
backs, without sacrificing any of the long-distance comfort 
long associated with Volvo, and helping free up useful extra 
leg room. 

Calling the least expensive Momentum level ‘basic’ does 
the car much less than justice, as it comes with all of the 
above, as well as a tailgate that opens with a waggle of a 
foot below the rear bumper, a multiple-adjustable and elec¬ 
trically-powered driver’s seat and leather trim. 

And don’t forget a 10-speaker sound system and big, 
19in alloy wheels too. So, miles away from basic in anyone’s 
language. 

Pay more and there are things like bigger wheels and 
added styling flourishes, but the entry level will suit most 
people just fine. 

So will the new diesel engine, that pulls quietly and has 
enough pep to push this big car along at a satisfying lick, 
recording a reasonable 34mpg in the process on some de¬ 
manding North Yorkshire roads. 

Rather quicker still and dearer (from £53,745 for an In¬ 
scription model) is a petrol engine with 320 horsepower and 
the ability to explore licence losing speeds very easily, re¬ 
cording an indifferent 26mpg in the process. 

They won’t sell a lot of those. 

The diesel is a different matter. Here is a very serious new 
contender if you want a big SUV in your life.

Crossover 
more rider 
friendly

Motorcycling isn’t, for most riders, simply 
about getting from A to B: it’s about the way 
you do it, the sense of adventure. 

That may at least partly explain while the ‘adven¬ 
ture’ class of machine is one of the fastest growing 
sectors of the market (apart from scooters and small 
capacity commuter bikes), taking the place of the for¬ 
mer dream-dominating supersport bikes. 

It could be said BMW started the trend, with the soaring 
success of its 1200 GS which followed the round the world 
adventures of Ewan McGregor and Charlie Boorman on a 
pair of the big boxer twins. Honda was quick to react with its 
1,200cc Crosstourer and its small sibling, the Crossrunner. 

This latter machine is officially the VFR800X, because un¬ 
der its sharp, adventure styling are all the essential elements 
of the legendary VFR 800 sports tourer, with its fuel-injected 
800cc VTEC motor, transmission and brakes. 

Technically the major differences are in ground clearance 
and suspension, recognising that one of the reasons for 
buying an adventure bike is that riders may want to venture 
off the smooth asphalt and onto rougher surfaces. 

The Crossrunner first appeared in 2011, but has under¬ 
gone a transformation for this model year. True to its name, it 
includes upgrades first seen on the latest VFR 800 launched 
last year, in particular a revised engine, chassis, a new trac¬ 
tion control system, LED headlights, a more upright riding 
position and an automatic turn signal canceller. 

The VTEC system uses two cam profiles, for high and low 
revs, to optimise torque across the rev range, with a maxi¬ 
mum power output of 104bhp at 10,250rpm but maximum 
torque of 75Nm rather lower down the band. It’s mated to a 
smooth-shifting six-speed transmission. 

You can feel it in action. Acceleration off the mark is swift 
enough, and for most of the time the bike performs well 
enough for most conditions at relatively low rpm. But once 
you approach the 6,000rpm mark you can feel an extra push 
and hear a deeper growling from the exhaust: it comes in 
smoothly and progressively. 

The new traction control system has three settings and 
instantly reduces torque if the back wheel starts to spin. A 
boon for off-roaders, but equally useful on wet roads for 
those a bit too enthusiastic with the throttle: you don’t feel 
the intervention but you’ll know it’s happening by the flash¬ 
ing symbol on the instrument panel. 

The brakes are the same as the sports tourer, with twin 
31 Omm discs at the front and a 265mm disc at the rear and 
two-channel ABS, 


Handling 

The Crossrunner’s seat is height adjustable and its shape 
has been redesigned - it’s now narrower at the front to help 
shorter riders get their feet flat on the floor when you stop. 

It has particularly wide bars set at just the right height for a 
comfortable, upright riding position and quick to respond to 
rider input, with extra leverage and low yaw interia. 

The Crossrunner handles well for a tall, adventure style 
bike, feeling particularly well balanced for a machine weigh¬ 
ing in at 242kg. This is partly due to its narrow profile with its 
V4 power plant, with even the new high efficiency radiators 
(based on Honda’s RC45 race special) now in front of the 
engine, instead of on either side. 

Twisty roads are its forte, and it doesn’t take long to ap¬ 
preciate its accurate tracking, with a light feel more akin to 
a nippy little 500 than a big touring machine. 

The new, adjustable screen and redesigned bodywork 
provide reasonable protection from the elements, and you 
get five-stage heated grips to keep young fingers toasty, The 
new, high efficiency generator is designed to ensure such 
creature comforts don’t lead to a flat battery. 

The major technical difference between the VFR sports 
tourer and this X version is in the suspension, which has a 
whole 25mm of extra travel at the front (and 28mm at the 
back) for those attempting a rougher track. Both are fully ad¬ 
justable, which for me is just as well for I found the standard 
setting a bit too hard for my tastes on the road. 

The 17-inch aluminium wheels take 120/70 rubber at the 
front and 180/55 at the rear. Honda’s own security system is 
standard, but an alarm is on the list of optional extras along 
with a rear carrier and an assortment of luggage, 

Mechanically, there’s few better starting points from a new 
class of bike than Honda’s VFR800 and a raft of improve¬ 
ments have made this second generation Crossrunner a 
more rider-friendly machine. 

The redesigned, height adjustable seat, handlebars, 
comprehensive digital instruments, heated grips and trac¬ 
tion control form a package which is more than the sum of 
its parts, producing a more comfortable ridable machine. 

That’s particularly important in this class of bike, often 
bought by those for whom long distance touring is almost 
a way of life. 

That’s in addition to the upright ‘command’ riding position 
which enables you to get the best possible view of the road 
ahead: and on this bike the best view behind, too, with the 
extra wide bars allowing mirrors which reflect rather more 
than the rider’s elbows. 

The 2015 Crossrunner costs from £10,299.

Fox is fairly 
confident 
Benteke will 
stay at Villa 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE Tom Fox is 
‘fairly certain’ Christian Benteke 
will stay at Villa after confirming 
the striker will be offered a new 
contract. 

The Belgium hitman’s future 
is the subject of fervent specu¬ 
lation, with boss Tim Sherwood 
having revealed a release clause of 
£32.5million in the 24-year-old’s 
current deal, which has two years 
left to run. 

Benteke’s agent Eric Kismet 
has claimed the striker wants to 
play for a club who have qualified 
for Europe next season but Fox is 
hopeful Villa can stave off the suit¬ 
ors and keep a player who scored 
12 goals in his final 13 games of 
the campaign. 

“We are obviously going to offer 
him (Benteke) a new contract in 
the summer,” said Fox. “He’s a 
fantastic player and one of the top 
strikers in the Premier League 
and I think he is someone who is 
recognised around the world as 
one of the top strikers. 

“His goals in the second half of 
the season were fundamental to us 
staying up. 

“He has got a good relationship 
with everyone at the club. I know 
him and Tim have a great working 
relationship, so our hope is we can 
keep him. I haven’t had any con¬ 
versations with him. 

“I know he’s got two years left 
on his deal as a starting point, so I 
am fairly certain we can have him 
back next year if we want.” 

Fox hopes Benteke, who is 
currently away on international 
duty with Belgium, will follow the 
example of Villa captain Fabian 
Delph who committed his own fu¬ 
ture to the club by signing a four- 
and-half year deal in January.” 

McAuley sets

GARETH MCAULEY has set Albion 
a 50-point Premier League target 
after penning a new one-year con¬ 
tract.

And Southgate is backing Stones to be a key player 
in the tournament after stepping down from the full 
England setup to link up with the Young Lions.
